DISTRICT NO. 1. 


D. R. Leacu, Prudential Committee.

She succeeded in gaining the good will of both parents and 
pupils, which made the work of teaching successful. Your 
committee did not visit this school during the Winter term.

DISTRICT NO. 2.

Miss Jones is a teacher of some experience. The school 
appeared to be in a favorable condition when visited, Good 
order characterized this school. Visited Miss*Kidder’s school 
twice during the term, and although we did not find it in as 
good a condition as we would have liked, yet it was not 
wholly a failure. One class in Geography appeared very 
well. The writing books of the primary class looked very 
well indeed. She permitted rather too much “ going out” 
for good order. Miss Jones taught a short term of four 
weeks to the satisfaction of all concerned. Your committee 
was unable to visit this school. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Horace CENTER, Prudential Committee. 


Taught in three terms by Jennie F. McQuesten. Was 
present at the examinations of the Fall and Winter terms. 
The reading of the school was good and improvement was 
manifest. Writing books neat and well kept. A class in 
Arithmetic appeared creditably. History well memorized. 
Order good. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


E. C. Coizy, Prudential Committee. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Hattie P. Mullins. 
This was Miss Mullins first attempt at teaching, and the 
school when visited appeared to be doing well. Was una- 
ble to be present on examination day. Miss Annie I. Ham- 
mond, the teacher of the Winter term of this District, gave 
evidence of having received a thorough preparation for her 
work. Made only one visit to this school, during which it 
was noticed that the teacher was laboring earnestly and per- 
severingly for the advancement of her school. 

The closing examinations have generally been witnessed 
by a number of parents and friends. For these tokens of 
approval accept thanks. 4 
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Your committee have to report that the mtroduction of 
the Franklin Readers, which was partially accomplished last 
year, has been completed. It is thought that some of the 
schools would be benefitted by the use of outline maps and 
better blackboards. Some of the schools are deficient in 
these respects. 

The exterior and interior of school-houses No. 2 and 3 
have been very much improved by the addition of a coat of 
paint, and they now present a very respectable appearance. 
Would that the other districts would imitate their example. 

These suggestions, made in accordance with my convic- 
tions of duty, are respectfully submitted.
